PLEASURE LOCOMOTIVES. 

The general tone of the expressions cf 
the members of the “ Automobile Club” 
in regard) to the law recently pasaed by 
the Legislature quite contradicts the im- 
pression of moderation and fairness 
made by the utterances of its officers 
pending the passage of the law, The 
members now appear utterly opposed to 
the restraints imposed by the law, cspe- 
clally dn the colintry roads, and declare 
their purpese to contest its application 
by legal proceediigs; and some of them 
advocate the use of al) available polit- 
ical influence to secure the repeal of the 
law at the next session. 

This is as UnwWise aa it is opposed to 
the real interests-of the community. 
Though the nuisance and danger of the 
reckless spee@ of steam engines ¢alled 
automobiles are mote conspicuous in the 
cities, they are quite as great and are 
quite as outrageous on the country 
roads, Indeed, the outrage in the. coun- 
try is peculiarly offensive, because the 
dwellers there are much more héavily 
taxed in proportion to: their property for 
the ‘maintenante of roads, and are more 
dependent in their daily occupations upon 
the use of the roads than is the case of 
the dwellers in ‘the cities. The latter go 
about their affairs for the most part in 
trolley Cars; and only relatively few of 
them employ the streets for the trans- 
portation of their goods. In the country 
all communielition is by road vehicles 
and the whole’ product .of ‘the farm 
reaches or starts for the market on the 
roads. If the rights of the farmers were 
strictiy protected, 160 greater speed would 
be allowed in the country than in the 
city. 

The Legislature during the past twenty 
years has slowly-and not yet perfectly 
matured laws to aboligh and prevent the 
construction of Srade crossings for xteam 
roads. Thé automébilists claim that now 
they shouldbe. permitted: to run ;their 
steam locomotives for their own pleas- 
ure, net at various separate points at 
grade across the roads, but at all points 
on the roads themselves, and thet they 
should not be restrained any more than 
are the drivers of horses, It ig a prepos- 
terous claim. ‘And they will tind, if they 
press it, that the sentiment of the coun- 
try districts, so far from permitting the 
repeal or modification of the restrictions, 
will insist on mpuCh More severe ones. If 
the pleasure locomotive drivers are pru- 
dent they will conform ch¢erfully to the 
law as it. was Passed, ‘And do all in their 
power to win for themselves the good 
wilt of the people, who How are in a 
state of great-and justified meigneton 
teward them.

The convention of the 
Amalgamated Tron, Stecl and Tin Workers 
now im session is not expected to develop 
any unreasonable demands, With the coal 
and jron industries and the railroads frec 
from troubles, the manufacturing world 
has the assurance of a favorabie labor out- 
look. - 

This seems to be a very fair general 
summary of the labor situation. Most of 
the petty strikes now in progress or in 
immediate prospect are in the building 
trades, which are likely to remain for 
many years the storm centre of labor 
disputes, for the reason that they are 


trades which do hot admit of much be¢t- 


ter organization than now exists in them, 
and the man and the machine are not 
in any important degree brought into 
competition. Every building erected is a 
local and essentially temporary unit of 
industrial organization, with little or no 
bend of unity between the employer and 
the wage earner. When the building in 
hand is finished the labor employed upon 
it will be absorbed into new relations, 
equally temporary, and@ equally free from 
pny element of lesting sympathy bo- 
tween contractor and workman. This 
wilt remain true until the building in- 
dustry is more closely concentrated than 
now in the hands of corporations 
equipped through their own organiza-. 
tions for every part-of the work of con- 
struction and finish. Whether this will 
come about is perhaps more dependent 
upon the attitude of organized labor 
than upon anything else. 

In the great industries in which ma- 
chinery ts a factor of first importance it 
looks very much as if labor disputes 
would gradually end. This would ap- 
pear to be especially true of iron and 
steel manufacture. ‘The great strike of 
the Amalgamated was probably the last 
which will be undertaken, partly because 
the forces which make for stability are 
too formidable to bé lightly engaged and 
partly because strikes are no longer nec- 
essary to secure for the skillful and in- 
dustriots the advantages they consider 
themselves entitled to claim.

The possibility of a recurrence 
of congestion in September should lead 
those who can handle such freights as 
fuel and ore early in the Summer, when 
the railroads are comparatively clear, to 
take advantage of the opportunity of do- 
ing sd. It will show good business judg~-/ 
ment on the part.of the management of 
the railroads to imiprese this view upon 
those depending upon them for freight 
accommodations.
